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Che GOA to allow the televising of the Holocaust is 
illustrative. The Foreign Ministry has twice recommenced 
that the program be put on. The GOA has not dene so 
because of the opposition within its ranks, though it 
argues that it fears televising the program would produce 
violent anti-semitic acts.
